It was never made quite clear whether 
the Senate ever had any intention to 
override Hay’s veto, Discussion instead 
centered on receiving Hay’s explanation 
of why he did not want to use student 
funds to carpet the office and Associate 
Deans of Students Margaret McKoane and 
Richard Morrison explaining why they 
need student funds.

at student

In yet another move to destroy 
student government autonomy, 
the state college Board of Trustees 
are considering a restructuring of 
the Material and Services fee

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around the state, namely Sonoma, 
San Francisco, Fresno, San 
Fernando Valley and 
half-heartedly Sacramento State, 
to cut off associated student 
funds from various activities on 
the campus in the 
instructionally-related area, the 
board has initiated action to 
supersede the student 
government’s funding of these 
activities. 

What the Trustees are proposing 
is a special fee of some 
undetermined ammount be added 
to the M & S fee at the beginning 
of the academic year to support 
five instructionally- related 
activities and intercollegiate 
athletics. The Trustees would 
determine the amount which 
would apply statewide. One major 
drawback in this plan is that once 
the legislation passes through the 
state legislature, the flood gates 
are open for the Trustees to set 
any amount they want for the 
special fee. 

The other suggestion before the 
board, which is endorsed by the 
California State College Student 

resident’s Association, provides 
or each student government to 

st a minimum level of funding 
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for these areas at their respective 
colieges on a five year contractual 
basis and in case any student 
government dispenses with the 
compulsory fee, special legislation 
be passed which would require a 
student body fee sufficient to 
liquidate any outstanding 
liabilities. 

This plan seems the wiser of the 
two, because it still leaves some 
vestiges of authority with student 
governments and provides an 
alternative funding program in 
cases where interests wan in 
intercollegiate athletics and 
instructionally-related activities. 
Should the Trustees choose to 
adopt the other recommendation, 
then an education in the 
California state colleges will be 
that much more expensive to 
obtain and most certainly will 
eliminate those students who are 
just bearly able to afford it 
presently. Besides, given the 
existing state of affairs between 
students and administration, a 
move like that could cause some 
disastrous side effects. And that is 
something that all 
administrations, based upon last 
year’s student upheavals, wish to 
avoid.

Frosh team: Season looks bright 
small but... for SSC sprinters

Small in numbers but strong in 
spirt the Sacramento State 
freshman football team make 
their gridiron debut tomorrow 
against Porterville College, a team 
that outnumbers the Wasps 2-1 

Despite having only 26 members 
on its roster, enthusiasm and 
desire has sparked the Wasp 
practices. 

This year the freshmen welcome 
a new head coach, Fred Malone 
Coach Malone feels that although 
the team is only 26 strong he 
looks optomistically towards the 
season. “Many of the men will 
have to go both ways,’’ 
commented Malone. “We should 
be pretty strong in the first half 
but we'll have to throw a lot of 
passes to keep the weight off the 
offensive linemen in the latter 
stages of the game.” 

Coach Malone came to SSC as a 
result of protest by black athletes 
of the lack of black coaches at the 
college. Mr. Malone comes to 
Sacramento with a list of highly 
impressive credentials. Included 
are three years as captain of his 
football team at Fisk College, a 
member of the Pittsburg Steeler 
training camp, All-American 
linebacker in the Air Force and 
two years with the Sacramento 
Capitols. Five years of coaching 
experience includes stints at high 
school, college and service levels 
of football. 

Malone’s assistant coaches 
include George Schmitz, offensive 
line; Eural Smothers, defensive 
line; Bobbie Beal, offensive 
backfield; and Willie Harrison; 
defensive backfield. 

The coaches will be looking for 
outstanding performances from 
Tim Findler, fullback; Robert 
Martinez, halfback; Randy 
Tsukamoto, split end; Tom Ellis, 
SE; Roy Salvetti, tackle; and 
William Boon at left defensive 
back. Martinez and Findley have 
both earned All-Superior Cal

“We will be a top contender, but 
it will be difficult with Humboldt 
State, UC Davis and Chico State,”

Potentially the team could be 
conference winners but the 
biggest weakness now is “lack of 
depth, but this could be overcome 
if no injuries occur and some of 
the younger runners develop to 
their potential.” 

The Hornets were the only team 
invited from the FWC for 
University of Nevada Invitational 
Track Meet held this past 
weekend in Las Vegas 

The SSC harriers fisiished eighth 
in the field of 14 schools behind 
winners Cal State at Fullerton. 
The winning combined time of 
the seven races was 144:33.9. The 
Hornets finished in an elapsed 
tume of 154:51.8. 

Among the Hornet bright spots 
this year is team captain Noel 
Hitchcock, a junior from 
Bakersfield. Hitchcock 
represented Sac State at the 
national NCAA College Division 
track meet at Minneapolis, 
Minnesota in the six-mile. 

Hitchcock finished a 
disappointing ninth in the 
invitational. He lost to Liam Ryan 
of Cal State Fullerton, who ran 
the four-mile distance in 20:37.3. 
Hitchcock covered the track in 
21:43.1. 

Kevin Fury, a freshman from El 
Camino High School, finished best 
for the Hornets. Fury placed the 
second in the third heat, losing by 
6.1 seconds to Tim Tubb of Cal 
State Fullerton. The winning time 
was 20:45.5. 


Steve Dean will be another 
important factor if SSC expects to 
win the conference title. Dean, a 
senior transfer student from 
American River College, won the 
Las Vegas Marathon last 
February. 

Dean finished fourth in the 
afternoon's first race at Las Vegas, 
losing to Cal State at Fullerton’s 
Mark Covert. Dean ran the 
distance in 20:36.0. 

Pressing Hitchcock and Dean this 
year will be Forrest Foote, a 
junior from E! Camino High and 
ARC in Sacramento, and Bryce 
Cordes, a senior from Glendale 
Jaycee 

Foote and Cordes finished 
eighth and thirteenth respectively 
in their races. 

Other members are Doug Essary, 
a senior; Jeffrey Henderson, 
freshman; Ken Wilkins, 
sophomore, David Koepke, junior; 
Mark Van Elswyk, junior; Wayne 
Doud, junior; and Alan Silver, 
senior.
